Sometime ago | read an article by A.B. Speliman, 
“Revolution in Sound" in The Black Revolution by the 
Editors of Ebony Magazine (Chicago): Johnson Publishing 
Company, Inc., 1970). In that essay, Spellman contends that 
there has been a revolution in “Black music,” that John 
Coltrane is the father of that revolution, and that this new 
music: "jazz" represents a statement on Blackness. 

| had immediate problems with his hypothetical sup- 
positions, in that Speliman’s.points are usually valid and 
deserve additional comments, and at the same time, there are 
several negative points revealed by his obvious bias, that is, 
that John Coltrane and those who performed (or lived) before 
him represent the real jazz tradition. 

Speliman trips out when he places the origin of jazz in 
Harlem Rennaissance: where before, jazz had a low profile 
and associated with unAmerican moral fibers, today, it has 
been elevated through polish, restructuring, and creativity to 
@ level that gave Black music an identity synonomous with 
the coming of the “Black Revolution” of the late 1960's and 
thereafter. The paper fails. 

Speliman did not adequately place the “jazz tradition” in 
@ historical perspective to the point that the casual reader 
(that is,. the non-music history student) could draw any 
specific conclusions about the importance’ of jazz-as. being 
an integral element of Black culture. 

Unlike one of his predecessors, LeRoi Jones, who wrote 
the same kind of workin book-length form and then followed 
it up with-a more in-depth work: Blues People, Speliman 
never makes that necessary association between the 
relevancy’ of jazz music, as a solely-Black creation, and the 
cultural tradition of Black people. Jones did this by 
suogesting and substantially proving that the “blues” was 
the Black man's truer contribution to American culture; white 
folks sing af the blues, but they can really play jazz. 

Check: out John-Abercrombie or John McLaughlin or 
Chick Corea; the dudes are bad and they ought to be 
because the two guitarists had enough training with the rock 
tradition to add depth and a different kind of intensity than 
jazz had ever known until the likes of Herbie Hancock and 
Miles Davis came out with the super heavy /n a Silent Way 
(Columbia, CS-9875). 

Anyway, Speliman's article is filled with all sorts of 
problems beyond the ones | have selected to mention. 

The article is faulted because it deals almost entirely 
with musiology, technically and creatively, it is limited by the 
Obvious Coltranism of the writer, it does not relate jazz music 
to. the Black cultural tradition (if that is really necessary) 
defining the appropriate and necessary Black experiences 
which it creates, and finally, it deals with the “revolution” in 
the sense that Coltrane and his contemporaries changed 
their musical directions; they did not change the whole 
tradition, because Jimmy Smith, Lee Morgan, Kenny Burrell, 
Freddie Hubbard, etc., remained on afterwards and lived suc- 
cessfully, musically. 

Now, suppose you take our discussion of Speliman and 
use it as a critique of 1) the Ohio Valley Jazz Festival and you 
will see why | didn’t have to go to find out what was hap- 
pening; like | am listening to Miles now with Chick Corea 
and Herbie Hancock and fixing to dig on some old Jimmy 
Smith with Stanley Turrentine; and 2) the article could be 

used to point up the strengths of Walton’s book.

A Friend Departed 


duly 2, 1974 marked the 10th Anni- 
versary of the Civil Rights Act of 1964— 
one of the most monumental pieces of 
Legislation in the history of human 
tights. Few laws have had more impact 
On more lives or produced such fun- 
damental and dramatic changes in the * 
tabric of our society, and no single per- 
son had more to do with its validity than 
fetired Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, Earl Warren who 
died last week at age 83. ° 

While the. efforts of thousands of 
Americans and organizations, (in- 
Cluding the yeoman contributions of the 
National Association for Ine Advance- 
ment of Colored People and the moral- 
leadership provided by the Late 
President Lyndon B. Johnson) must be 
acknowledged in the battle to secure 
Passage of the legislation, it was the 
man for whom the “Warren Court" was 
Named who armed the Act and its 
Provisions With the clout that trans- 
formed it trom mere language into an 
instrument that has changed the entire 
fabric of the American system. 

While the Civil Rights Act was writ- 
ten to benefit all minority citizens, its 
greatest beneficiaries have been Black 
Americans. The summary of his con- 
tributions has been eloquently summed 
up by Associate Justice Thurgood Mar- 
shall in these words: 

“When history.is written, he (Earl 


*Warren) will go down as one of the 


Greatest court justices the country has 
ever been biessed with. He was a great 
American because he believed in using 
his legal gifts to benefit the individual 
man, .. he was a true brother in every 
sense of the word.” 

in tess than a year after he was ap- 
pointed by President Eisenhower as 
Chief Justice (Sept. 30, 1953) the 
@nemies of civil rights had labeled him 
as “Public Enemy No. 1) and: demands 
for his impeachment were almost con- 
tinuous. 

Under his leadership the High 


Court. issued... series.” of landmark 
rulings that set the nation on the path 
to complete desegregation and equal 
employment and educational op- 
portunity for its minority citizens. 

\ronically enough, When he was ap- 
pointed to the High Court, President 
Eisenhower's advisors recommend him 
as 8 safe, moderate-to-conservative 
choice, ‘the calibre of men that 
President Nixon sought to place on the 
Court in his continuing effort to free it 
of the “Warren liberalism.” In the 
event there are some among we Black 
Americans who have failed to be im- 
pressed by the Warren Court ‘land- 
marks", it might be well to recall the de- 
segregation ruling (public schools), the 
one-man-one vote ruling, and the 
tulings involving criminal suspects and 
their rights. 

In Education: Today more than 90 
percent of the black students in the 11 
Southern states attend school with 
white students. As recently as 1968, 68 
percent of black students were still 
isolated in all-black schools, whereas 
today ohly 8.7 percent remain in 100 
percent minority schools--- and 
ironically most of these ‘are in Northern 
states. 

IN VOTING: In the nine years since 
passage of the 1965 Act, as of April 1, 
1974, nearly 3000 blacks have held 
elective office in 45 states and the 
District of Columbia, a gain of more 
than 150 percent in the past five years. 
Another measure has been the sub- 
stantial increase in the number of 
registered black voters in the South — 
1,330,000 since 1964. . 

There are forces today, that are 
whittling away at the effects of the 
Warren Court decisions, but those 
decisions were so fundamentally rooted 
in justice, compassion, and dedication 
to'the rights of the individual that they 
are destined to turn back the most 
vigorious challenges of those who 
would “turn back the clock”. 


Judge Robert M. Duncan Has 
Best-Wishes Of All Ohioans 


The swearing in last Friday morning 
of chief U.S. Military Court of Appeals 
Judge Robert M. Duncan as the newest 
member of the U. S. District Court for 
Southern Ohio represented another 
major milestone in the illustrious career 
of the personable and able Columbus 
jurist. ; 

In. returning. from Washifgton Judge. 
Duncan joins Chief Judge ‘Joseph P-. 

and Judge Car! B. Rubin as 


the third member of the U. S. District ~ 


Court. Judge Rubin, who has been 
communting between Dayton and the 
Capital City, will confine most of his ac- 
tivities to the Dayton area since the new 
jurist hes taken over. 
Judge Duncan, in accepting the U. S. 
strict Court appointment, becomes 
first black lawyer in the history of 
the State of Ohio to be named to.mem- 
bership on a federal bench. This is just 
another of the many “firsts” in his legal 
profession. 
Though an exceptionally capable 
member of the bar in his own right, 
Judge Duncan has enjoyed the good-

prominent Ohioans in ascending the 
judicial ladder. 

Among his supporters are former 
Governor James A. Rhodes and former 


Ohio Attorney General William 6. Sax- 
be 


Rhodes, currently a candidate for re- 
election as Governor, appointed Dun- 
can to his first judicial post as a mem- 
ber of the Franklin County Municipal 
Court. The former Governor sub- 
sequently named him to membership in 


-the. Ohio Supreme Court. After. com- 


pleting an unexpired term, Judge Dun- 


[can won election in his own right. 


* Former Ohio Attorney.General Saxbe, 

who became a U.S. Senator, nominated 
the Ohio Supreme Court Judge to the 
U. S. Military Court of Appeals. Duncan 
was confirmed by the Senate and even- 
tually became the court's chief judge. 

When a third judgeship . was 
established for the U. S. District Court 
for Southern Ohio, Sen. Saxbe, now U. 
S. Attorney General, nominated Judge 
Duncan for the position. U. S. Senator 
Robert A. Taft joined Saxbe in the rec- 
ommendation and President Nixon con- 
sented to the appointment.
